Bills have been 
introduced in both houses of congress providing for the 
appointment of a reorganization board which will be 
authorized to make a thorough survey of the work and 
requirements of the various departments and _re- 
commend changes to the president, who will be em- 
powered to carry out these recommendations. 


The proposed legislation will place the final 
responsibility for reorganization in the hands of the 
executive, where it properly belongs. |The . board} 
will be composed of iwo members from each house 
and a chairman appointed by the president, will have 
authority to make investigations and submit recom- 
mendations to the president covering the whole range 
of departmental. work, the transfer of any class of 
work from one department to another, and, in general, 
coordination and concentration under one department 
of work along any particular line which under the 
present organiaztion 1s divided among several depart- 
ments.
